starved people be expected to rave 
over a victory which brings them no 


apparent relief? People have learned 


to read the Tanin reports with a con- 
Siderable amount of skepticism and 
would give a lot to get hold of an 
English, French or even a neutral pa- 
per, but these all are tabooed, and 
the German censor takes good care 
that nothing leaks out which is likely 
to cause any uneasiness among the 
Turks. The slightest rumor of any- 
thing wrong would be fatal at present, 
for the undertlying distrust of Ger- 
mans which exists in certain Turkish 
circles might break out ‘into a public 
@emonstration and cause endless 
trouble. Great nervousness is already 
being felt regarding ,the Dardanelles, 
for enormous activity is being mani- 
fested in the dock yards, and, al- 
though everything is kept as secret as 
Possible, the dotk yard workmen 
spread rumors that the inner forts 
must have been damaged.

STEADY GAINS 
BY THE ALLIES. 


Outer Straits of Dardanelles 
Have been Cleared. 


Russia ie Slowly Pushing 
tie Austrians Back. 


‘Only Change in the West is 
Small German Victory.

LONDON, March 4.—There has 
been very little change in the mili- 
tary and naval situation in the last 
twenty-four hours. While the Russians 
continue their progress against the 
Germans in North Poland, they are, 
according to their. official report, pur- 
Suing and capturing many of the re- 
treating Austrians in Eastern Galicia 
and are repulsing with heavy losses 
persistent day and night attacks of 
the Germanic allies in the Carpathi- 
ans. They have not by any means 
yet disposed. of any cf the forces op- 
posed to them. 

It is the same with the allied fleet 
in the Dardanelles. In their bombard- 
ment the warships have made greater 
Progress than was anticipated, but 
they still have the most strongly-for- 
tified part of the straits to get 
through. 

Along the western front the French 
are continuing their attacks in Cham- 
Pagne and the Argonne, but beyond 
these the only movement of any con- 
sequence has been made ncrth of Ar- 
ras, where the Germans succeeded in 
capturing a newly-constructed French 
trench. 

RUSSIA FIGHTING HARD. 

The battles in the east and for pos- 
Session of the Dardanelles are creat- 
ing much interest, as they are con- 
sidered to have a very marked bear- 
ing on the future of dhe war. Having 
Pressed the Germans back from 
Przasnysz towards Miawa, the Rus- 
sians are now exerting their efforts 
and, according to their own accounts, 
with success, to drive them back in 
the districts farther to the north from 
west cf Kovno to west of Grodno, 
and at the same time from in front 
of Lomza. These movements, if suc- 
cessful, might naturally be expected 
to force the Germans to withdraw 
from in front of Ossowetz, which fort- 
ress they continue to borgbard with 
their heavy guns. 

The Austrians continue their fierce 
attacks under disadvantageous condi- 
tions, owing to the snow and cold, 
against the Russian entrenchments in 
the Carpathians. while another of 
their armies, confronted with strong 
Russian reinforcements, 16 falling back 
in Eastern Galicia. 

CONTINUOUS BOMBARDMEN 

Relays of battleships keep up al. 
most continuous bombardment against 
the Dardanelles forts. They have 
cleared the outer straite and are now 
attacking the forts which line the 
narrows and which are considered the 
most difficult tc deal with. 

The destruction of what the Brit- 
ish Admiralty calle Fort No. 9 was 
a necessary operation before the war- 
ships could move farther inte the 
straits, as it was this fort which was 
designed to protect one of the mine 
depots of the Dardanelies. It was built 
at the waters edge on the European 
side, cpposite Cape Kephez. 

More important still is the work be- 
ing carried out by the French ships 
in bombarding from the sea the Saroe- 
Bulair line of forts, which stretch 
across the peninsula of Gallipoli at a 
point where it is only three miles 
wide. So long as the guns of the war- 
ships command this neck. land com- 
munications ween the fcrts on the 
Puropean side of the straite and Con- 
stantinople are cut off. 

BULLS TO MAKE WHEAT DROP. 

One of the most welcome effects 
of the bombardment so far as Eng- 
land is concerned is the reduction of 
the price of wheat, which sold today 
in the Bristol market at from 55 tc 
58 shillings a quarter, as compared 
with 60 shillings and over less than a 
fortnight ago.

commander of the fourth division, and 
‘Rear-Admiral Fiske, aide for opera- 
tions in the Navy Department.

actually serving in command at sea. 
When detached for other duty they 
will return to their regular grades 
and salary.

Testimony Brought Out in New 

York Hearing Shows that Despite 

Increased Cost of Flour There is 

Still Profit in the Sale of Four 

and Five-cent Loaves. if

NEW YORK, March 4.—Herbert 
B. Lanyon, a baker, testified here to- 
day that although flour cost him more 
than $7 a barrel, it cost him only 2 
cents and a fraction to bake a loaf 
of bread: that he sold it wholesale 
at 3% cents to one grocer, who sold 
it retail at 4 cents. Lanyon appeared 
as one of fifty retail dealers sum- 
moned in a hearing instituted by the 
State Attorney to find out why the 
cost of bread went recently from 

cents to 6 cents a loaf. ‘ 

The mafority of retailers examined 
today testified as to whether they had 


him on the day bread went-up to 6 
cents: “If you don’t sell our bread 
at 6 cents we will refuse to supply 
you further.“ 

Other grocers who received bread 
from the Ward concern said the lat- 
ter’s drivers had not asked them to 
raise the price of bread. The hear- 
ing ended today. Of its results, A. 
L. Becker, Deputy Attorney-General, 
who condicted it, said: 

“The investigation has acted as a 
deterrent against abuses in raising the 
price of bread, or what 1 might term 
unlawful practices. In fact, the in- 
vestigation may have caused the 
abandonment of the causes that led 
to the recent rise in price. I believe 
that a decrease in the price of bread 
will be brought about much 
than might otherwise have been ex- 
pected.” - 


LEGION IS INCORPORATED. 


Movement to Organize a First Army 
Reserve is Given a Legal Status by 
New York Courts. 

(BY A. F. NIGHT-WITRE.} 

NEW YORK, March 4.—Justice 
Gavegan of the Supreme Court ap- 
proved today the certificates of in- 
corporation of the American Legion, 
now being organized as a first-line 
reserve for instant call in case of war. 
Justice Gavegan at first declined to 
sign the certificate because he was 
not satisfied as to the particular ob- 
ject for which the incorporation was 
asked. ‘Subsequently he received a 
call from the promoters, and after a 
conference with them, acted favorably 
on the application. 

The. purposes of the legion are set 
forth in seven articles, which state 
that it is being formed “to organize 
American citizens who are not-in the 
military or naval service of the 
United States or of any of the several 
States, and who are specifically quali- 
fied to serve the United States in the 
event of imminence of war.” 

There are to be five directors and 
the five Incorporators are to serve as 
such until the newly-incorporated 
body meets. The incorporators are 
Alexander M. White of Brooklyn, 


Julian T. Davies, Jr., of Babylon, N. 
Y.; Theodore Roogevelt, Jr., Arthur 
S. Hoffman and E. Ormonde Power

YOUNG TRAMP IDENTIFIES SAN 
FRANCISCO SUSPECTS. 


gage of Espee Train Held up 
at Saugus a Few Weeks Ago. 


A clew to the identity of the rob- 
bers who held up the Southern Pacific 
“Owl” at Saugus on the night of Feb- 
ruary 17, was furnished yesterday in 
a telegram from Postoffice Inspector 
Ranger at San Francisco, to the effect 
that a young tramp, William Miller, 
had positively identified Frank Ryan 
and N. C. Anderson as the men who 
turned the trick. 

Ryan and Anderson were arrested 
for robbing the postoffice at Napa, a 
few nights since, and have been taken 
to San Francisco. The description cf 


the men sent to the postoffice inspec- 
tors here caused the latter to think 
that the men are the thieves for whose 
arrest the Postoffice De t has 
offered a reward of $2000. 

Both men were identified by Miller 
yesterday morning as two men with 
whom he pitched horseshoes on the 
afternoon of February 17 at Saugus 
and with whom he boarded the blind 
end of the Owl coaches that night. 

Anderson recognized and nodded to 
Miller at the meeting, but both An- 
derson and Ryan vigorously dented 
any connection with the Saugus hold- 
up. Under the alias of George West, 
Anderson, according to the postal in- 
spectors, served a term in San Quen- 
tin prison for burglary. 

' William Miller and Frank Fuller, 
two young hobos who were picked 
up on the train by the officers the 
night of the robbery, havé been in 
Los Angeles since the hold-up, walt- 
ing the orders of the officers, who 
thought their information might de 
of value in case any suspects were 
picked up for the job. They both 
pretended that they would be able to 
recognize the bandits if given an op- 
portunity, and when Ryan and Ander- 
son were taken into custody, Postoffice 
Inspector Ranger went north with 
Miller to see if he could identify either 
of the much-wanted men. Miller pos- 


.| tively identified both Ryan and An- 


Gerson and an effort will be made 
to secure other proof. 

The robbery of the “Owl” was one 
of the boldest in the recent history cf 
such affairs on the Coast, but, on ac- 
count of the stand made by the rail- 
way postal clerks, no money or other 
property was secured by the robbers. 
Miller and Fuller claim to have joined 
Ryan and Anderson the afternoon of 
the robbery and were on the train 
when an effort was made to loot the 
car. They, however, were not on the 
car attacked at the time, but perched 
on the blind baggage in the rear part 
of the train. — 

Following is a description of the 
men: Ryan—Height, ö feet, 8 inches; 
weight, 160 pounds; age, 35; sandy 
complexion, short mustache, brown 
suit, light felt hat with straight brim, 
black, low-cut shoes. Anderson— 
Height, 6 feet, 10 inches: weight, 160 
pounds; age, 30 to 36; dark complex- 
fon, smooth shaven, blue serge suit, 
blue ovéralls with light stripes, black 
lace shoes, black felt hat, foul 
mouthed, cursing continually. An- 
derson carried a 38-caliber automatic 
revolver.

TO REFLOAT — SOON. 


Japanese Cruiser Which Went 
Ashore at Turtle Bay, Lower Cali- 
fornia, Can be Saved. 

(BY Ar. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SEATTLE, March 4.—The Japanese 
cruiser Asama, which went ashore 
at. the entrance-to Turtle Bay, Lower 
California, several weeks ago, will be 
floated soon, according to a report 
brought from the south by the British 
naval collier Protesilaus, which re- 
turned today to the British naval sta- 
tion at Esquimalt, B. C. 

Three weeks ago the Protesilaus was 
steaming up the coast en route to 
Esauimalt, when she received orders 
to hurry to the Asamas assistance. 
The armament and equipment of the 
Asama were removed, and for a time 
it was thought that it would be nec- 
essary to abandon the vessel, but ac- 
cording to the report brought by the 
Protesilaus, it was subsequently found 
that the Asama could be saved, and 
salvaging operations were begun imme- 
diately.

| NEGOTIATIONS. 


WILSON TO GIVE HIS TIME TO 
FOREIGN ENTANGLEMENTS, 


— — 


President, now that Congress has 
Adjourned, will Endeavor to Make 
United States Position on Neutral- 
ity Understood by Great Britain 
and Germany as Well. 


{BY A&A NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—-Publit- 
eation of the official text of the Ger- 
man government's reply to the Amert- 
can proposals for an abandonment of 
submarine warfare and the shipment 
of foodstuffs to the civilian population 
of a belligerent was the only step 
taken by the United States govern- 
ment today in connection with the 
maritime situation as it affects neu- 
trails, 

The State Department declined to 
give out the text of tie American pro- 
posals, because they are still under 
consideration by Great Britain and 
her allies. “Until some reply is re- 
ceived from the allies it is unlikely 
that any further move will be made 
by the United States, though prepara- 
tion of a protest to Great Britain's 
declaration of an embargo on com- 
merce between Germany and neutrals 


has been begun by law officers of the 
government. 

With the adjournment of Congress 
it is believed generally President Wil- 
son and his Cabinet will give almost 
exclusive attention to the foreign situ- 
ation, and that in the next few days 
the replies to the various. diplomatic 
notes from the belligerents will be 
taken up. It has not been decided 
whether all unanswered communica- 
tions shall be treated in one formal 
comprehensive note to the belligerents 
or whether the separate character of 
the different steps will be preserved. 


FIVE NEGOTIATIONS. 


To date the United States govern- 
ment has pending five separate ne- 
gotiations, all related to the subject of 
maritime warfare and the rights of 
neutrals. 

First, Great Britain's preliminary 
observations and then complete reply 
to the American note of protest of 
December 28, concerning the treat- 
ment of American commerce general- 
ly by the British fleet, has not been 
answered, being supressed, so far as 
consideration is concerned, by other 
and more pressing developments. 

Second, Great Britain’s reply to the 
American note warning her against 
the measure of responsibility that 
would seem to be imposed should 
American vessels be attacked on ac- 
count of fictitious use of neutral 
flags, has not been answered. The 
statement of the American position in 
this note probably will not be reiter- 
United States is ex- 
pected to stand on the warning al- 
ready given. 

Third, Germany’s reply to the note 
from the United States stating that 
Germany would be held to a strict 
accountability | for any attacks on 
American vessels or lives in the new 
marine war zone has also been. left 
unanswered. This, too, probably will 
be continued in further correspond- 
ence only in so far as it relates to the 
feneral situation, the warning given 
being regarded as adequately conserv- 
ing American rights. — 

Fourth, the proposals from the 
United States to Germany and Great 
Britain for the removal of mines. the 
abandonment of submarine warfare 
on merchant ships and an arrange- 
ment whereby the civil population of 
a belligerent may import food sup- 
plies and conditional contraband if the 
distribjition is supervised by Ameri- 
can organizations or agencies have 
been answered thus far by Germany 
alone. An answer from Great Britain 
is still awaited. 

Fifth, the American government 
has under consideration the most re- 
cent note from Great Britain and 
France to. ll neutral governments an- 
nouncing that the allies would hold 
themselves at Iiberty to stop all com- 
merce between Germany and neutral 
countries. A reply to this communica- 
tion also is under consideration.

CIVIL WAR OFFICERS ALLOWED 
RETIRED PAY.

Townsend Measure Which has been 
Urged as Simple Justice for Some 
Time Aims to Make up for Finan- 
cial Hardships Suffered During the 
Rebellion.

Senator Hoke Smith protested 
againet the passage of the bill, saying 
that he had intended “tc present 
somewhat elaborately his views in op- 
position to it He added that on ac- 
count of the nearne@s of the session's 
end he would refrain because “it will 
probably come up again at the next 
Congress, and there will be ample 
time to discuss the bill.” 

This legislation has been urgedifor 
years by an organization called the 
Velunteer Officers’ Retired Associa- 
tion, of which Col. Charlies R. E. 
Koch of Chicago, is managing direct- 
or. It is intended that all volunteer 
officers who served for more than six 
months, counting from the date of 
their enlistment, whether as a private 
or otherwisq, shall receive three- 
fourths pay. 

Cel, John McBtroy of the National 
Tribune said tonight that this is no 
pension or grab scheme, but simple 
deferred justice. 

“The pay was comparatively small.“ 
said Col. McElroy, “and at one time 
the money was worth but 50 cents 
on the dollar. Out of this officers had 
to pay for their horses and for other 
expenses. The law is a good cne and 
will meet, I think, with general ap- 
proval.”

FORMER PARLIAMENT MEMBER 
DISCUSSES REPRISALS. 


Thomas Gibson Bowles Desires to 
Know What is to Become of Car- 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

LONDON, March 4.—Thomas 
son Bowles, former member of Parlia- 
ment, and a writer on naval matters, 
in an address before the Institute of 
Ship Brokers in London, expressed 
with much emphasis his inability to 
understand the policy of reprisals 
against Germany outlined by Premier 
Asquith in his speech in the House 
of Commons. Mr. Bowles said: 

“What is to happen to cargoes of 
enemy ownership, origin and desti- . 
nation which are brought into port? 
They are not to be confiscated; this 
is expressly declared. Are they to be 
purchased by the captors, according 
to the doctrine of pre-emption with 10 
per cent. compensa for delay? 

If the latter course were pursued, 
Mr. Bowles pointed Sut, Great Britain 
would trade with Germany on a large 
scale. If pre-emption was not to be 
restored to, Mr. Bowles asked if seized 
goods would be held in trust. 

The speaker criticised the Asquith 
policy in that, so far as ft has been 
outlined, it neglects to conform to the 
common law which protects neutral 
traders. He further objected to the 
Premier's policy because it does not 
inflict maximum damage upon the 
enemy by confiscating the enemy's 
goods found in neutral ships.

POLICY APVOCATED BY BRITISH- 
AMERICAN LEAGUE.

Former Subjects of Union Jack 
Living Here Crowd Hall at First 


The first general meeting of the 
British-American League was held in 
Blanchard Hall last night. The ca- 
pacity of the hall was taxed to its 
uttermost, many persons standing 
throughout the programme. A spirit 
of intense patriotism prevailed, and 
the speakers were roundly applauded 
all through their addresses. 

The hall was vivid with coloring of 


the American flag and the Union Jack 
and emblems of the various countries 
represented in the British Empire. 
Strengthening the ties of brotherhood 
between Great Britain and America 
was the keynote of the meeting. 
Announcement was made that the 


| British-American League, although a 


new organization, does not by any 
means undertake to supercede the 
British organizations now existing 
here, but that it rather intends to co- 
operate with them in building up a 
strong sentiment of brotherliness be- 
tween America and the countries 
across the sea that lie under the Brit- 
ish flag. 

As an instance of this attitude it 
was announced that the various com- 
mittees of the league represent prac- 
tically all of the British societies of 
Los Angeles and Southern California. 
Among those represented on the Gen- 
eral Committee of enty-two mem- 
bers are the Caledo 
dian Club, Celtic Club, Clan Cameron, 
Lady Cameron Lodge, Auxiliary to 
Clan Cameron, Daughters of the Brit- 
ish Empire, Over Seas Club, Sons of 
St. George, Sons and Daughters of 
Engiand, Union Jack Club and others. 

Edmund Mitchell, president of the 
league, presided, and gave a general 
statement of the purposes of the 
league. 

“We are not fire brands, but are 
firefighters,” said this speaker. “We 
are anti-nobody. We are here to build 
up kindness and friendship and 
brotherhood and to strengthen the 
bonds between the British Empire and 
the United States. We are here to do 
what we can to express the purpose 
that war shall not reach this side of 
the Atlantic.” 

Reynold E. Blight told of the ideals 
of England that have had such a 
formative influence in America, and 
declared that the two countries have 
their national lives based on the same 
principles. Speaking of the war, he 
said that as a whole the press of 
America has been wonderfully fair, 
that most of the papers have refused 
to print tainted news from the war 
and have been telling the truth. 

“The cause of the allies demands 
the truth,” said the speaker. I[t de- 
mands the whole truth about Belgium 
be told. Then we are willing ta leave 
the decision as to the right of this 
war with the conscience of the world. 

“When the war is over America 

li be the nation that will lead the 

orld, and we want this nation to be 
in a position to dictate the terms of 
peace. The battle is not with Ger- 
many—it is with Kaiserism, and in 
the name of peace the allies have 
gone to war.” 

Other speakers were Dr. J. H. Troy 
of Glendale, Dr. Edward P. Batley, 
secretary and treasurer of the league: 
J. Noorkens, Belgian Consul, and 
Louis Sentous, French Consul.

While the Southern California Pana- 
ma Expositions’ Commission was 
about to discuss charges of irregulari- 
ties in a printing contract yesterday, 
the county grand jury was investigat- 
ing the charges, which have been sup- 
ported by a maas of literature, records 
of the commission and testimony of 
witnesses. 

President Pridham of the commis- 
sion was prepared to hold a hearing 
of the charges yesterday, but an 
urgent call to attend a meeting of 
the State Board of Control made it 
necessary for the commission to defer 
action. 

The commission held a meeting at 
the Chamber of Commerce and it was 
the first one since its organization a 
few years ago when the press was 
admitted. President Pridham assert- 
ed that all future meetings will be 
open to the public. 

The charge of irregularity in a 
printing contract is based upon the 
facts, as shown by the records, that 


terday afternoon, the Chamber of 
Commerce's special welcoming party 
had all it could do. With a high 
power automobile as the means of

TAKEN, OLD JUSTICE 


WOULD 


KILL AND DIE. 


Accused of Falsifying Public Records and Embezzling — 


Large Sums in Fines Collected, Tropico Recorder is 


Saved from Murder and Suicide by Son Having Drawn 


His Cartridges—Citizens Support Him, 


WO years ago George C. Melrose, 

68 years of age, and justice of the 

peace of Burbank, started for Los 
Angeles on a Glendale car to purchase 
some wire netting for his chicken 
yard. A young man in a checked suit 
opened a conversation with the gray- 
haired justice. In town the smooth 
talker in the checked suit led him to 
a luxuriously furnished suite on the 
seventh floor of a tall Broadway 
building. The justice forgot all about 
the chicken wire. When he awoke 
in the morning he was still on the 
seventh floor and he was $200 shy. 
Since the first chance meeting with 
the young man in the checked suit, 
the aged justice, who was a deacon 
in his church at Trapico, gambled 
away nearly $20,000 on that same 
seventh floor. His property, home 
and all were lost there. The State 
also claims he gambled with public 
funds. 

Yesterday he tried to kill himself 
and attempted to kill Detective Joe 
Margolis when he was arrested on in- 
dictments charging him with embez- 
ling funds and falsifying public rec- 
ords.

Lack of harmony, blundering, and 


alleged inefficiency on the part of de- 
partment managers in the Juvenile 
Court led to an order yesterday by 
the Superior Court judges appointing 
Judge Sidney N. Reeve to succeed 
Judge Taft as judge of the Juvenile 
Court, May 1. The order also calls 
for the consolidation of the work of 
the Lunacy Commission, now presided 
over by Judge Jackson, with the Ju- 
venile Court.

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EIZES TOBACCO 
AS CONTRABAND. 


GOVERNMENT TAKES PART OF 
JARRETT SHIPMENT. 


—ͤ — 


Federal Officer Finds it is not 
Filler, as Consigned, and There- 
fore Holds it for Nonpayment of 
Duty—Cannot be Shipped Back. 
May be Confiscated. 


Another chapter in the history of 
the contention bétween the govern- 
ment and Benjamin S. Jarrett. a well- 
known cigar manufacturer of this city, 
was written yesterday, when the Col- 
lector of Customs seized seventy-one 
bales of tobacco valued at $15,000, the 
property of Mr. Jarrett, for non-pay- 
ment of duty. The action of the gov- 
ernment will prevent Mr. Jarrett from 
sending the shipment back to Havana. 
Cuba, from whence it was received 
last October, as part of a shipment of 
230 ‘bales. It will now be up to the 
Los Angeles man to pay the duty, if 
on the recommendation of the District 
Attorney and Collector of Customs 
that will be allowed. 

The original shipment of 220 bales 
was the ground work of a recent co 
tention before Judge Brown of th 
New York Board of Appraisers, on the 
Occasion of his visit here several 
months ago. It was the matter of the 
difference between 35 cents a pound 
to be paid on filler tobacco, as the 
shipment was originally entered, and 
$1.85 a pound which is the duty on 
wrapper tobacco, less 20 per cent. in 
cases where the importation is made 
from Cuba. 

Collector Elliott did not fully sub- 
scribe to the statement of the invoice, 
and an examination followed, with 
the result that much of the shipment 
was found to be pure and percentage 
Wrapper — the law providing for a 
straight duty of $1.85 for pure wrap- 
per and the same tariff in cases where 
the percentage was in excess of 15 per 
cent. In a bale. 

Mr. Jarrett protested the result of 
the examination by a tobacco expert, 
but the contention of the collector was 
upheld by the New York Board of 
Appraisers. The goods are now seized 
by the same authority. 

Following the first examination of 
the tobacco with a view to ascertain- 
ing the amount of wrapper in the ship- 
ment, the Treasury Department sent 
an eastern expert from New York and 
he went through every bale, with the 
result that he found more wrapper 
tobacco than the original examination 
had shown. 

The matter will now be put up to 
the District Attorney. If that official 
finds that the interests of the service 
will allow Mr. Jarrett to pay the duty 
on the tobacco that has been found 
wrapper within the rules of the cus- 
toms service that action will be taken: 
if not, the government will hold the 


tobacco, and later on dispose of it.

Jarrett has been a heavy importer of 
tobacco at this port for years, and that 
all of it was entered as filler, dutlable 
at the lower rate. About a year ago 
Mr. Jarrett had a “run-in” with the 
government, when Collector Pendleton 
was in charge, and after considerabie 
shifting and turning the matter was 
dropped after Mr. Jarrett had indig- 
nantly denied any attempt to skin“ 
the government.

diate horizontal increase in the rates to be 
quoted on risks in the European war zones. 

As a result of the conference it was in- 
timated that the United States government, 
which is now about the only American 
source of insurance on war risks in the 
designated war zones, may soon fix the 
rates so high as to make them practically 
prohibitive. 

Such a course would serve as a substitute 
for an embargo and relieve the United 
States from any complications with Great 
Britain or Germany. It would then be up 
to those powers to send their own vessels 
here for articles not contraband of war, or 
to insure against loss American ships car- 
rying such cargoes. In the absence af such 
insurance our ships would not sail for ports 
of belligerents.

By international agreement certain prod- 
ucts were declared contraband for a state 
of war. But, war coming, the belligerent 
nations see fit not to respect this previous- 
ly-arranged contraband list, but to add to 
it as they deem necessary. The only unt

The progress of the centuries has bet- 
tered somewhat the ethical nature of man- 
kind so that during times of peace the na- 
tions have consulted among themselves 
with a view toward humanizing war and 
prescribing certain limitations fer military 
activity. With no danger imminent, they 
have agreed to adopt certain rules which— 
if followed—would eliminate barbarities, 
would leave neutral nations free to pursue 
their commercial purposes, and would re 
duce war to a gallant game of murder. 

But now, contravening all the rules of 
war, we have what are technically called 
reprisals. Belgian citizens fired on German 
soldiers—a breach of the rules; Louvain 
paid the penalty. The Germans have ex- 


of the British Isles, warning all ships to 
keep out—even those of neutral nations. 
Both America and England were quick to 
protest that this was a violation of the 
rules. But England has done more than 
protest; she has invoked a reprisal, and 
the whole of Germany is to be placed under 
a blockade. Both the United States and 
Germany were quick to protest that this 
was a violation of the rules, 
its own rules and the most powerful nation 
enforces them on the weaker. 

Only those who fail to recognize the ele- 
ment of human nature back of interna- 
tional law may have faith in its observance 
during a condition of war. When a gov- 
ernment is straining every resource to 
avert a national catastrophe, bending every 
effort to crush a threatening enemy, it is 
not to be reasonably expected that that 
government will hold steadfast to an agree- 


istence. The stress of danger makes man 
or nation call up every energy to the com- 
mission of any act that heightens self-pro- 
tection. 

Law at its best is not a hard and fast 
instrument for measuring justice; the ele- 
ment of opinion predominates in every de- 
cision. When war breaks out all law, trea- 
ties, agreements and understandings be- 
tween belligerent nations become literally 
scraps of paper—for war means the aban- 
donment of peaceful means to settle diffi- 
culties by the arbitrament of the sword. 
So it is hardly expected that these bellig- 
erents—who have discarded all legal ar- 
rangements between themselves—will be 
inclined to look with favor on any inter- 
pretation of international law that affords 
the enemy even the shade of an advantage. 
The element of opinion is called into opera- 
tion. Germany cannot see why, in the last 
analysis of necessity, the United States has 
the right to complain if neutral ships are 
barred from England; England the reverse. 
It is war. 

Until there is a powerful international 
and military court invested with the impe- 
rious means to enforce its decisions there 
will never be an international law that is 
worth, during a state of war, the paper it 
is written on. A rule or a law presupposes 
an authority to make and enforce it. Before 
whom—other than before the governments 
furiously engaged in tearing each other to 
pleces—can the United States carry her 
grievance? Before whom can England lay 
a complaint for a Germanic breach of war 
rules? Or Germany? 

There is no ultimate authority to which 
the appeal can be made. England and 
France and Russia and Belgium are treas- 
uring up their complaints for the day when 
they may cal] the defeated Germany to an- 
swer; and Germany and Austria are doing 
likewise. International laws are for small 
countries; these laws were rigidly observed 
during the Balkan wars because the powers 
of Europe saw to it. But the powers them- 
selves being embattled, there are none to 
point to guidons and chalk-mark the limits 
of murder, confiscation and destruction. 
There can be no laws where there is no su- 
preme authority capable of maintaining its 
decision: and when there is a supreme court 
over this earth with the unquestioned mill- 
tary power to enforce its decisions there 
will be po war. 8

NGLAND IN EGYPT. 

In dealing with Egypt England bas 
outgeneraled, or to speak more accurately. 
has outdiplomatized Germany. The Kaiser 
has plotted for some time to secure the 
annexation of Egypt, with the consent of 
Turkey, and the question was whether Ger- 
man or British imperialism should prevail 
among the pyramids. 

For many years,” says a Berlin corre. 
spondent, “German imperialism had looked 
upon Egypt as being the one point in the 


root of British world supremacy at which | 


the ax might be laid with some hope of suc- 
cess. The importance of Egypt to British 
naval and colonial dominion had been rec- 
ognized, and it had been calculated that that 
country was the only point at which an 
appreciable blow might be dealt the British 
Empire without having first won the su- 
premacy of the seas.” 

Turkey was the lawful suzerain of Egypt 


and the double menace of Britain supplant- | 


ing Turkey in Egypt and Russia threaten- 
ing Turkey in the north induced the Sultan 
to intervene and join Germany and Austria 
in their war against the allies. 

Germany built its hopes of success largely | 
upon the religious power of Islam to arouse 
Egypt against British occupation. England | 
met the situation and pressed into its own 
service the religious power of Pan-Islamism | 
by proclaiming the independence of Egypt 
and encouraging her to employ her troops 
against the Sultan of Turkey. She dis- 
claimed all intent at annexation. She se- 
lected a descendant of Mahomet, a true 
follower of the prophet, and caused him 
to be crowned as Sultan of Egypt and rec- 
ognized as the equal of the Sultan of Tur- 
key. 

Cairo was to be the Constantinople of 
the new nation, and the Aga Khan, the 
religious head of the Indian Mohammedans, 
set out for Cairo to be present at the acces- 
sion of the new Sultan—the first Pan-Is- 
lamic demonstration under British auspices. 

From now onward, concluded the corre- 
spondent, the war against Turkey may be 
regarded as a war for the liberation of Is- 
lam from the Young Turk-German yoke. It 
may, moreover, safely be prophesied that if 
England makes fresh conquests in the Ara- 
Dian peninsula, they will be made, not in 
the name of Christian England, but in that 
of Islamic Egypt, a procedure which has al- 
ready been adopted in the case of the Su- 
dan. There are great and important ques- 
tions at stake in Asia Minor at the present 
time.

A general boost was given yester- 
Gay by the City Planning Association 
to the use of public school buildings 
and grounds for social centers. This 
was the subject at the luncheon given 
at Fosgate & Rees’s, attended by 
many persons interested in civic bet- 
ter ments. 

G. Gordon Whitnall presided and 
spoke of the general aims of the as- 
sociation, then introducing Max Low- 
enthal, who presented the need of a 
greater development in the social life 
of the communities and the use of 
means at hand to accomplish this pur- 


pose. 

“The people themselves must not 
only formulate their own problems, 
but must find a solution for them,” 
said this speaker. He urged the great- 
er advancement of what is termed the 
“triple alliance” of the schoolhouses, 
the public playgrounds and the parks. 

C. C. Kelso, secretary of the Civic 
Center League, spoke of The Nation- 
al Movement for Opening of Schools 
to Social Work” and cited many in- 
stances of this line of work in eastern 
cities and the good results that have 
followed. 

Dana Bartlett gave an exposition of 
the State law governing the use of 
school buildings and grounds for so- 
cial center purposes, and Charles H. 
Chenney, housing expert of the State 
Immigration Commission, spoke on 
the necessity of some central body 
controlling the social centers, and 
gave details of work in eastern cities. 

George Sim, assistant superintend- 
ent of the public playgrounds, gave a 
lively talk on the more extended use 
of the schools and playgrounds, and 
precipitated some lively debate. He 
declared that municipally-owned pool 
halls and dance halls would do more 
for the cause of temperance than ihe 
voting of prohibition, and that these 
would attract young men from the 
saloons as their meeting places.

Mrs. Cable gave to Mrs. Frank E. 
Wolfa,. chairman of social and indus- 
trial Conditio the privilege of in- 
troducing Dr. rrett, who talked elo- 
quentiy on “Prevention and Rescue 
Work.“ Dr. Barrett has visited offi- 
cially every exposition since Paris, in 
1872, serving as special government 
representative at expositions. Her 
work has brought her into direct con- 
tact with all classes, especially gtris 
—and this f what lies nearest her 
heart. Dr. Barrett is national presi- 
dent of the Florence Crittenton 
homes throughout the States, and has 
spent years in studying immigration 
and educational problems. Last year 
the speaker attended the internation- 
al meeting in Rome and related some 
interesting facts that came out dur- 
ing the conference. For instance, the 
Turkish women were mightily wor- 
ried over their own women who were 
coming to our own United States dur- 
ing the expositions, and asked how 
they were to be protected. Her talk 
was one throbbing series of stories 


from direct contact with human 
tragedies—or nearly so—and the 
great work now being done to prevent 
and ald young girls. id 


Being an “expert” on expositions, 
we were anxious to learn what she 
thought of ours; “most beautiful, fin- 
est ever.“ were her own words, and 
she should know. 

Dr. Scherer spoke on „Europe's 
Extremity— America's Opportunities,” 
and held his great audience in rapt 
attention for an hour. Dr. Scherer 
advocated disarmament, and centered 


in peace. 

Mrs. Frank A. Stephens requested 
the woman's clubs to aid in the reace 
movement by working for tise 
things: To educate ourselves that we 
may be force jn our own generation, 
and to create such a public opinion 
that he who for his own gain, whether 
within or out of the confines of our 
own border, would exploit the ig- 
norance or weakness of an alien, 
would be tndicted for treason; that we 
demand the nationalization of arma- 
ments, that no cent of profit may ac- 
crue by any private individual or com- 
pany for the manufacturing of arms;
